SHIGJilTSU  statou  that  tho  J  npsnoso  peuty  hae  no  objections  to 
setting  tho  treaties  ccr.eluuel  by  tho  ro]  ro3ontaiivoo  of  Chjr.?.  and  Russia 
a3  princiulo  of  tho  work,  but  tho  ^apanor  0  party  understands  that  addi¬ 
tional  docnaonts  may  bo  submitted  to  tho  conrtttoo,  ar-d  they  will  bo  con¬ 
sidered  by  tho  cownitteo,  to  nako  its  work  more  sue o or  sJvl , 

SKI04l££TSU  3  aid  that  on  tho  whole  ho  had  no  ot  j  oc  cion  *  to  leaving 
point  4  in  tho  vornon  cf  tho  Soviot  party.  But  a3  to  tho  aru.‘iT.ioiial 
docunonts,  of  which  ho  spoke,  ho  thought  thoro  wore  no  object _ons  to 
using  thon, 

I  strossod  this  only  as  on  arpuaont,  Whether  tho  comitt 00  would 
accept  then  or  net,  is  for  tho  conrittoo  to  docido,  LHIO.  'JITSU  -tpoc.t 
that  ho  has  no  objections  to  loaving  the  contents  of  tho  p  4nt  4  in  it a 
prosont  version,  but  speaking  of  tho  submission  of  tho  additional  docu¬ 
nonts  ho  ropoatod  that  ho  noant  what  I  3aid  to  him  last  time  and  that- 
which  results  from  tho  contents  of  todays  talk.  Thus  ho,  SHICSHTSl^ 
thought  that  both  partis  understand  this  point  in  tho  samo  way, 

I  replied  to  this!  "Lot  us  hope  that  both  partios  understand  this 
point  in  the  sane  way." 

Hero  I  added  that  to  nako  it  cloaror  I  would  nako  this  point  moro 
prociso,  Tho  Hunchun  agroonont  and  othor  docunonts  signed  by  tho  repro- 
se^itativoS  of  Russia  and  China  should  bo  necesrarily  considerod  by  the 
committee,  Tho  Japanese  and  Manchurian  party  cannot  say*  ,fWo  cannot 
,  accept  this  or' that  treaty,"  As  to  tho  other  docunonts  suhnittod  by  ono 
of  tho  partios,  tho  opposito  party  may  say  that  sho  doos  not  accept  this 
or  that  document.  In  this  lies  tho  differenco  betwoan  tho  nature  of  tho 
agreements  signed  by  tho  representatives  of  Russia  and  Chin*  and  other 
docunonts,  I  think  I  made  myself  clear  and  tho  Anbassador  probably  under¬ 
stood  no, 

6HIG52CTSU  answered  that  ho  understood  it  in  tho  following  wcyi  Iho 
troatios  and  agreements  concluded  butwoon  Russia  and  China  are  sot  up  as 
principle  of  the  coranittoo  work,  and  othor  additional  docunonts  are  takon 
into  consideration — this  i3  for  tho  conmittoo  to  docido  in  what  mannor  to 
toko  thorn  into' consideration.  Considering  all  that  ho  stated  that  wo  had 
no  difforoncos.
